Body Will Not Lie In State. 


COWES, ISLE OF WIGHT, Jau. 23.—So 


hampered have been the arrangements 
at Osborne, that the body of the queen 
still lies iu the bed-room where she 
died. 
All being well, however, the 


first private service will be performed 
this morning by the Bishop of Man- 
chester, in pressnce of King Edward 
Emperor William and almost every other 
member of the royal family. Lord Pel- 
ham-Chnton authorizes the statement 
that there will be no lying in state. How- 
ever there is good reason to believe that 
many persons will be offered the privi- 
lege of seeing their dead queen as she- 
hes in the gorgeously transformed ,din- 
ing room, where she will remain until 
February 1st. Yesterday Kicg Edward 
replied to nearly a thousand messages 
he has received. A particularly gratef nl 
message went to President McKinley. 


Arrangements For Arrival Of Body In 


Lonaon. 


Jan. 25.—It is understood 


that the body of the dead queen will 
arrive in London on the morning of 
Feb. 2d, and will be taken across the 
metropolis to 
Paddingtou 
station. 


Troops will line the streets throngb 
which the body will p»ss. 
The coffin 


will be placed on a gun carriage and 
draped with flags. On arriving at Pad 
dington station, it will ba transferred 
to the train for Windsor finally reach- 
ing St. George's chapel about noon 
where the magnificent funeral service 
will take place. 


Delegates To The Queen's Funeral. 


MADBID, 
Jan. 
24 —The Spanish 


government has appointed the duke of 
Madras, the Spanish ambassador at 
Loadon and Admiral Gervera as dele 
gates of Spain at the funeral of Queen 
Victoria. 


The Coronation Not Until 1902 


LONDON, Jan 24.-^The fact that the 


court goes into mourning for one year 
and the fact that the public is enjoined 
to go into the deepest mourniup, leads 
to the supposition that the coronation 
will not occur until 1902. The colonial 
office announces that an immense num- 
ber of telegrams of condolences has 
been received from colonial governors 
and public bodies in the colonies.

What They Think About When Tb«y Are 


Perliint Their Uves For Other*. 


"Heroes Who Fight Fires" is the title 


of an article by Jacob A. Riis in The Cen- 
tury, in the series of "Heroes of Peaca." 
Mr. Riisisays:' 


I once asked Fireman Martin M. Cole- 


man after one of those exhibitions of cool- 
ness and courage that thrust him con- 
stantly upon the notice cf the newspaper 
man what he thought of when he stood 
. upon the ladder with this thing before 
! him to do that might mean life or death 
the next moment. He looked at me in 
some perplexity. 
"Think?" he said slowly. "\Vby, I don't 


think. There ain't any time to. If I'd 
stopped to think, them five people would 
'a' been burnt. No, I don't think of dan- 
ger. If it is anything, it is that up there 
I am boss. The rest are not in St. Only 
I wish," he added, rubbing his arm rue- 
fully at the recollection, ''that she hadn't 
fainted. It's bard wiien they faint They're 
just so much dead weight. "\Vo get no help 
at all from them heavy women." 


And that was all I could get out of him. 


I never bad much better luck with Chief 
Benjamin A. Gicquel, who is the oldest 
wearer of the Bennett medal, just as Cole- 
man is the youngest, or the one who re- 
ceived it last. He was willing enough to 
talk about the science of putting out fires, 
of Department Chief Bonner, the "man of 
few words," who he thinks has mastered

Sixteen Cents a, Day Will Provide Nour- 


ishment For a Man. 


Sixteen cen ts a day will feed a man at 


moderate work and IS cents a day is re- 
quired for food for a woman, says the St. 
Louis Republic. This is the result of es- 
perimouts begun by Dr. H. B. Gibson of 
the state university and continued atta- 
ins death by-Professors Sidney Calvert and 
David \V. May. Many studies of dietaries 
were made- The actual amount of food 
consumed e;ich day and tho cost thereof 
have been actually determined. The aver- 
age cost per man per day at the University 
Boarding club is 18l/- cents; of this amount 
Mr. May said probably 2 cents' worth is 
wasted. Tho cost in private families would 
be smaller, with less waste.

ments Mr. May says: "When you buy, gc 
to the butcher shop and select what you 
want

for himself, fearing lest they should be in- 
volved in his own disaster. Unquestion- 
ably the public had some excuse, too, for 
its behavior. The "count" grew to be a 
very bad actor as bo advanced in years, 
and" his personal appearance was grotesque 
in tho extreme. Ho was tall and large, 
wilh a scholarly stoop. His face was long 
and showed the traces of age, though he 
always dyed his heavy mustache. 
lie wore a wig which fitted execrably. 


The elder Soihern said of it that "you 
could put two fingers between it and his 
head and twist it all around." One lo-k 
was carefully arranged to fall upon bis 
forehead and the hair at the back hung 
down to his coat collar. He was anything 
but neat in his ordinary dress. A heavy 
felt hat and clothes of black broadcloth, 
decidedly shiny, were his usual costume 
For a necktie he wore a red ribbon with 
his "orcier" of nobility attached to it. His 
aged black kid gloves were carried in one 
hand, and the other was thrust melodra- 
matically into the bosom of his coat. Hi? 
attitudes were always studied and tragic, 
and he resented the least attempt to tiiflo 
with his dignity. 
The "count's" career was a remarkably 


varied one. He was of Welsh descent ant] 
was born in England in 1810. He is said 
to have begun his stage life in that coun 
try, but his experience there must 
been short, for ha was playing1 in America 
in 1831. He had secondary parts in vari 
ous plays, most of them Shakespeareat 
tragedies, and his reputat'on as an acto 
at that time was creditable. An inciden 
which happened oae Xew Year's night at 
about this period proves that the "count,'' 
or .Tones, had a good share o! courage. He 
was playing at the Bowery theater in 
"Richard III" with the elder Booth 
Booth was the king and -Tones had the 
part of Richmond. Booth bad been drink- 
ing heavily, and as tho play procectlec". 
fancied that he was tho actual King Rich- 
ard. 
Under this delusion be camo upou 


tho stage in the last act in a frenzy and 
mado desperate efforts to kill Richmond 
in fight. Jones saw the condition of af- 
fairs, met Booth coolly and by his excel- 
lent swordsmanship succeeded in disarm- 
ing him and bringing him to the ground 
The public applauded wildly, not compre 
bending the" situation, but knowing th.it 
they were witnessing a splendid contest. 


"While at tho Bowery theater Jones mar 


ricd Mclinda Topping, tho daughter of a 
New York builder. She was an actress ot 
some ability and played many engage- 
ments in this city and through the coun 
try. 
She afterward separated from .Tono? 


and took their two daughters, Avouia one1 
Caroline, to live with her. Avonia became 
herself an actress, and on one occasion re 
fused to support her father in a play in 
which ho requested her to take a part. 


In 1S41 Jones loft the stage and wont tn 


England, where ho dolivortd a scries of 
lectures on tho Bibio. Ho subsequently 
traveled about Europe, and ib was in Gcr 
many, according to his story, that tho titlo 
"count"' was conferred upon him for hi-i 
literary achievements. 
This was never 


proved, and few believed him. Ho wrote 
several books on historical subjects a,t 
about this time. 


Upon his return to Aiaorica began an- 


other phase of Count Joannes' career— 
his legal aspirations. He was admitted to 
the bar in Boston, and, coming from there 
here, was admitted to tho Xow York bar 
in 1866. Ho became a constant attendant, 
at tho courts, frequently for the purpose of 
bringing suits for libel. In these actions 
ho was generally his own client. Somo 
times his grievance was that an aspersion 
had been cost upon his titlo. But his most 
famous suit was that against" Dundreary " 
Sothcrn, for caricaturing him, as ho com- 
plained, in tho pl.iy o£ "Tho Crushed 
Tragedian." This suit occupied tho oovnl 
for a few days, during which the specta- 
tors extracted infinite amusement froir. 
tho proceedings, but tho judge- decided 
that no injunction could be served upon 
Sothcrn to prevent him from continuing 
tho play. Sotliorn declared that he hatl mil 
the slightest intention of caricaturing the 
count and that he scaicely knew him. 


After somo years'absence from the stage 


ho appeared in April, 1870, at tho Now 
York Academy of Musici as llumlot. Ho 
wore black cotton glo\cs and ;i shaky little 
coronet and with his oldVrinklcdfacoand 
dyed inu<stnrho presented a ludicrous yoS 
pathetic spectacle. He mu& storm;; of ridi- 
cule from tho nurlient'e, which Irid assem- 
bled solely for that purpose. He played oc- 
casionally thereafter, but kept ."inking con- 
stantly lower and finally died in poverty 
nt tho \Ves-t Hide hotel on Dec. !!(), 1879. 
His funeral was on Jan. 5, 1H80, at "Tho 
Little Church Around tlu; Corner," and 
his body was laid in Maplo Grovo ceme- 
tery, tho authorities of which offered u plot 
for tho burial.—Xew York Tribunes.

"Tho important part which the penny 


plays iu the average church offering is 
known to every one who has ever been in- 
terested in clnirch finances," writes Ed- 
ward \V. Bok in Tho Liailies' Honie Jour- 
nal. "And that it is a part entirely out 
of proportion to the necessities is felt and j 
realized by many a church treasurer. 
Scores of people who could afford to drop 
a nickel or a dune into the church offer- 
ing content themselves by giving a penny. 
The feeling is either that the smallest 
offering 'will do,' or the matter of church 
finances is not given any thought. There 
is a failure to realize that a church is the 
saino as any othor business institution, 
and it must have money for its mainte- 
nance. 
"Ihere is such a thing as too literal an 


interpretation cf the phraso that 'religion 
is free.' 
Of course it is free, and Ictus 


hopo that it will always be so in thiscoun- 
trj'. 
But to make religion free costs 


money—and this isn't an Irish bull, ei- 
ther. There aro those to whom more than 
'tho widow's mito' given to tho church 
would mean doing without some absolute 
necessity of life. The penny of such a one 
is tho most welcome gift to any church, 
the most noble offering which any ono can 
make. But from those who can give more 
than a penny, and who are giving only the 
pcnuy, such an offering is an insult to 
God and to his church, and the sooner peo- 
ple sec tho matter in this hard, truo light 
the better. I am almost tempted to say 
that the great ftajority of churches could 
wirh perfcut justice, rule out the penny 
from their offerings. 
Were this done- tho 


nickel would bo tho prevailing offering, 
and to how few persons, whun ono stops to 
consider tho question, would such an oiler- 
ing be a hardship or un impossibility? A 
yearly offering of ?2.(!0, calculating that 
one attended cbuich onco each Sunday or 
twice with one offering of 6 cents, woulil 
guUanizo the church finances of this coun- 
try."

tioos of the state through immigr&tion> 
which was known as the "abapdoned 
farm" movement and was copied to 
more or less extent in all the New Eog 
land and several Middle states. 


The effort made in New Hampshire 


under this legislation has been mainly 
in the direction of advertising the state 
as a health and pleasure resort and se 
curing the occupancy of abandoned and 
other farms as summer Homes, believ - 
ing this to be the most desirable pur- 
pose for which these places could be 
utilized. 


During the 10 years which this work 


has continued over 100.COO pamphlets 
have been distributed in the leading 
cities ol the country, and sever*1 thou- 
sand letters of inquiry have been given 
a reply. The press has been freely uti- 
lized in promoting this enterprise, re 
suiting m giving widespread publicity 
io the advantages of the state for sum- 
mer homes. 


The o'd-home week movement wns 


indorsed and vigorously supported as a 
means of still further promoting the in 
;erests of the rural sections through the 
improvement of the old homesteads by 
present owners or the.r sale to others 
with financial resources to improve and 
adorn them. 


The selectmen of all the towns of the 


state at the time ol taking the inventory 
n April, 1900, were requested to make 
; ca-eful canvass of their respective 
towns in regard to the extent of the 
summer home business, and, at the 
loard's request, obtained information 
n regard to the number of farncs, or 
parts of farms, occupied as summer 
lomes, estimated number of people oc.

In Reining rating Employees. 


"Ono of tho most peculiar things in 


connection with tho department service," 
rcianrkcd a disbursing officer, "is tho al- 
most entire absence of legislation regard 
ing tho question of when payments are to 
bo mado.

army pnymastor, there is but ono pay in 
each month.

was one of the "mighty agents of naturo 
enchjiinod by tho ingenuity of man" can 
scarcely have contemplated in his wildest 
dreams tho-full extent of tbat ingenuity. 
For instance, bo is scarcely likely to have 
prophesied thi»t a sick man, far from the 
habitations of civilization, would have cut 
a telegraph wire in order to obtain assist- 
ance. And yet such has really occurred, 
according to a London contemporary. The 
whole of tho vast continent of Australia 
was practically cut off from European 
news for nearly 34 hours in-the middle of 
fc-epteiribcr, 1807,'in consequence of an in- 
terruption on the line between Adelaide 
and Port Darwin. Inquiries wera made, 
and it was found that the wire b^-1 beer, 
cut by a cyclist who was taken ill while 
on'a journey-across the continent. 'It'is 
not related how ho set about it, but he had 
the satisfaction at any rate of getting 
what he wanted. It is not desired to estab- 
lish tbis as a precedent of summoning help 
under inconvenient circumstances.—Elec- 
trical Review.

Electricity is a more powerful agent in 
separating chemical elements than any 
now in use and has tho additional ndvuu- 
tage of not introducing a new compound in 
the work. Heat from an electric furnace 
surpasses that obtained from coal. It is 
clean, manageable and will some day be 
so economical that it will supersede all 
other means of heating. As an illuminat- 
ing agent it is successful beyond the wild- 
est dreams of its inventors.

enters into almost oil of tho processes of 
human existence. It is scarcely too much 
to say thr.t our heating, lighting, trans- 
portation, chemical laboratories and food 
products will within a few years bo entire- 
ly revolutionized by this new power.—

Blarney to *rn is a sciaU maairfacturingt 


place. The old castk-, however, is well 
outside the village, iu surroundings whol- 
ly rural. It stands oa a low hill whence 
it looks forth from amid a grove of trees 
down on a broad sield that is used as a 
public pleasu ro ground. A "li^ht wooden 
bridge spanning a swift, c-k-aa ll'tle river 
•^ivc-s entrance to the field iu which are 
many noble >-a ide trves with rustic seats 
about their ba-^e and ia the opens a num- 
ber of framev.'ork s^viniis. 


The castle Uis suffered little from the 


ravages of timi> except that the roof and 
the wooden flours have fallen. You can 
climb winilii!~ stairs and follow devious 
passages into vaulted chamber:, and chilly 


1 cells to your heart's content. All this is 


very romantic, but it is worth while re- 
Xic-mbering that in spite of historic- charm, 
ai'd strong appeal to the fancy the castle 
jS a relic of an age of barbarism, when 
the country was divided among m.u.y 
petty chiefs, each distrustful ot" the oth- 
er e.von wbcu on terms of nominal friend- 
bhip. 


The castle is many stories high, and in 


the toomost cornice is the far famed 
Blnrnev stone, that powerful talisman 
which you have only to kiss to be endow- 
ed with eloquence for life. But as the 
vertical measurement of the cornice is 
about six feet and its projection beyond 
the main wall fully'three feet and as the 
stone is at tbe bottom, of the cornice the 


is not as easily accomplished as 


might be. Formerly it was customary to 
louver the candidate for eloquence over 
the rampart head foremost, a friend 
Aliasing to either heel, but at such a diz- 
zy height the proceedings smacked so se- 
ric-usly of dancer that of late years a row 
of -great spikes guards tbe parapet 
against further attempts of the sort. 


The stone elociuent at one time dropped 


out. ft was, however, promptly restored 
and is now fixed in place by tvo heavy 
iron rods, whictl clasp it to the cornice. 
Were it P.ot that the Blarney stone cornea 
opposite one ot the frequent gaps which 
alternate with tbe outtbrn&t of the sup- 
porting stttr.es of the cornice it would ba 
practically inaccessible. 
As tilings are, 


tho only w ciy to bestow the mystic kiss is 
to get tiowu on your knees, double up like 
a juckkniftf and crane your neck across 
the yawning vacancy. 
I regarded the 


stone with interest and wished I was 
more of an. acrobat or more courageous, 
but T w;i3 deterred by that lofty hola' 
which, though not much more than a foot 
broad and four long, was still plenty 
large onoiKD. to fall through, and I - de- 
cided to get,flJonK without the eloquence. 


The storv f>t tbo stone dates back to 


the middle ?f the fifteenth century, when 
Cormac M -jCarthy the Strong, a dc- 
sfomlant of' the ancient kincs of Mun- 
&t<i- and builder of the fortress, chanced 
<i»ie dny to save an old woman from 
(howning. 
For a reward she offered 


Cormac :i jr >ldon tongue which, should 
have the power to influence men and 
women, friends ami foes, as he willedi 
She told hit a. to mount and keep and 
kiss a certain stone in the wall five feet 
below tbe jrallery running around the 
top- 
He followed her -directions and ob- 


tained all t!ie thieiit persuasiveness she 
had p/'onu^rrl. The tale of this new ac- 
riuironvMit and its origin spread, and tha 
Blarney htoue has been drawing pilgrims 
to itself over since. — Interior. 


Point For Sliipn' Hottorun. 


If there wero a reliable paint to be had 


that would keep foreign growth off the 
bottoms of steel ships and also prevent 
corrosion or pitting there would not be 
any great necessity for coppering tho 
bottoms, but those who have had experi- 
ence in the working of ships trading to 
the orient, for instance, know that this 
is still far from realization. Iu tho writ- 
er's experience it often appeared that the 
anticorrosive paint did not prevent cor- 
rosion, and the antifouling coat failed to 
prevent fouling for any great length of 
time at least. Hence the necessity for 
coppering.—Cassier's Magazine.
